She believes that the 
child is now at St. Apn’s Orphan Asylum 
and this morning she appealed to Mayor 
Walbridge to help her get possession. 

Mrs. Weisel says that she has called at St. 


Ann's Asylum and asked to see the child, but 
she was told that there was no such intant 
there and that if there was she could not see 
it, The story of the manner 
in which she acquired possession of the 
child and howshe came to send it away 
without the Knowledge of its parents was 
told by Mrs. Weisel this morning as follows: 


MRS. WEISEL’S STRAEGE STORY. 
About three months ago, said she, *‘! 
decided that Icould board a babe, and went 
tothe Bethesda Home, at Twelfth and Sou- 
lard streets. I told those in charge that 
I could care for a child, and showed them 
references. Two days afterward a richly- 
dressed woman about 22 years of age came to 
my house in a carriage. She had with 
her a baby boy about 
She said she was 
of the child, but flatly refused to give her 
name or address. She did say, however, 
that J. W. Owen, a traveling salesman, was 
the father of the child and that I would 
receive remittances from him every two 
weeks in payment for the babe’s boara. 
She was a beautiful woman of the bionde 
type. She had a gola watch set with dia- 
monds and one big solitaire ring sparkied on 
herfinger. Her manner convinced me that 
she wasa womanof wealth and oo 
and I consented to take charge of the ba 

J. W. OWEN, GENERAL DELIVERY. 
There was not the vestige of any name on 
Its clothing, and its mother refused te give 
me the address of any one except ‘J, W. 
Owen, general delivery, St. Louis. Before 
she went away she put the babe in a cradie 


which I prepared for it, and as she Dent over 
it she wept bitterly. It seemed to me to be 
one of those cases where nothing could be 
said, and I did not ask ber any more 
questions at that time. before she left, bow 
ever, shé said that she was eS to © hicago. 

I asked her then ifshe would call occasion- 
ally toseethe child. She hesitated before 
answering and then said: 

ge On. I would me to but I cannot. 
not.’ 

From that day to this 1 have never seen 
the mother, but a neighbor who saw the 
woman as se left said that he thought he 
had frequently seen the woman afterward in 
the vicinity of Sixteenth and Chestnut. 
Ithink, however, that he was mistaken, de- 
cause the woman was apparentiy rich and 
refingé. My money for the child’s board 
came regularly in registered letters from 
various cities and towns until about 
three weeks ago. 1 kept the 
cntla until ten days after its board was 
dueand used every effort to communicate 
with its supposed father. The mother had 
told me never to look for her and not to rec- 
ognize her if Ilsaw her. | received ne answer 
tomy letters and I told the police that I 
could not take care of the child any longer.

THE FATHER COMING. 
**Forty-cight hours afterward I received a 
letter from its father telling me that he 
would probably be in the city Saturday, Aug.

Large Number. of Democrats Calling 
at the White House. 


ALL ANXIOUS TO ENOW THE PEESI- 
DENT’S INTENTIONS. 


Ne Definite Information Ceuld Be Se- 
cured Frem the Cloese-Mouthed 
Chief Executive, Hewever-—General 
Impression the Measure Will Be- 
come atLaw by the Time Limit—RBe- 
selutions for Sine Die Adjournment ef 
Congress—Senate Programme. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 24.—A large number of 
the Democratic Congressmen in the city have 
called at the White House since the Presi- 
dent’s return for the purpose of {gaining def- 
inite information from Mr. Oleveland as to 
his intention with respect to the tariff bill. 
Many of them have urged him to sign it and 
all are anxious to know what will be done, 
many of them in ordertoarrange plans for 
the interim of adjournment until the reas- 
sembDling of Congress, and some in order 
that they may advise constituents whose 
business will be affected by tariff legislation. 
Among those who saw President Cleveland 
to-day were Representative Sayers of Texas, 
Chairman of the Appropriation Committee, 
and Representative Catchings of Mississippi, 
a member of the Rules Committee. Neither 
secured definite information from Mr. Cleve- 
land as to his intentiontions with respect to 
the tariff bill, though each came away with 
the impression that Congress would have to 
remain here until Tuesday, on which day 
the new tariff bill will go into effect. The 
President adheres to his intention to permit 
it to become a law without his signature. 


Senators to-day reached an agreement 
about procedure in the Senate. Senator Har- 
ris, representing the Democratic side, and 
<enator Manderson, representing the Repub- 
lican, had an understanding before the Sen 
ate met to- day. The arrangement was for 
the Senate to immediately go into executive 
session and clear up all nominations 
possible. Some of thecontested nomina- 
tions are go over, which is 
equivalent to rejection, as reappoint- 
ment is required ifthe President desires to 
retain the candidates in office.

The Collection of the Income Tax Will 
Make Reom for Office-Seekers. 

WASHINGTON, D. O,, Aug. 2%4.—The collec- 
tion of the income tax, provided for in the 
tariff bill, will necessitate the appointment 
ofa latge number of deputy revenue col- 
‘lectors. They will be employed to supervise 
the asses8mentand collection of the income 
tax. They will de stationed at the sixty- 
three internal revenue offices throughout the 


-+country, and their salaries will range from 


$1,000 to $2,000 a year. In sparsely settled 
communities, where only a limited number 
of persons pay the income, tax, the duties 
will be light, and in such . the mini-

The deputy collectors will have fail author- 
ity to familiarize 2 with the 
private business affairs of — whom 
they suspect of having . a false return of 
their income. But the knowle thus 
gained must be regarded as strictly confi- 
dential. The law upon this point is 2 ox - 
plicit. It states specifically that it shall be 
unlawful for any person represeating the 
Government in the collection or hgfidling of 
this tax to make known in any manner 
whatsoever toany person ‘‘th operations, 
style of work, or apparatus of any manu- 
facturer or producer visited by him in the 
discharge of his official duties, or the amount 
of or source of income, rofits, losses, ex- 
penditures, or any Rena thereof dis- 
closed in any income Lara by any person or 
corporation.’ 

The law further states—and this may be 
regarded as a blow at newspaper enterprise 
—that it shall be also unlawful for any per- 
son to pablish in any manner whatever not 
provided by law, any income return or the 
amount or sources of income, profits, losses 
or expenditures appearing in any income re- 
turn. Any offense of this character shall be 
regarded as a misdemeanor, and be pua- 
ished by a fine not exceeding $1, 000 or by im. 
prisonment not exceeding one year, or both; 
at the discretion of the court. On the other 
hand, if the defendant be an officer or em- 
ploye of the United States, he shall be dis- 
missed from office and be incapable there- 
after of holding any place of honor ofr respon- 
sibility under the Government.
